"Section 3. The Downstate Public Transportation Act is

anended by changi ng Sections 2-2.04 and 2-6 as foll ows:

(30 ILCS 740/ 2-2.04) (from Ch. 111 2/3, par. 662.04)

Sec. 2-2.04. "Eligible operating expenses" neans al
expenses required for public transportation, including
enpl oyee wages and benefits, materials, fuels, supplies,
rental of facilities, taxes other than incone taxes, paynent
made for debt service (including principal and interest) on
publicly owned equipnment or facilities, and any other
expenditure which is an operating expense according to
standard accounting practices for the providing of public
transportation. Eligible operating expenses shall not include
al l omances: (a) for depreciation whether funded or unfunded;
(b) for anortization of any intangible costs; (c) for debt
service on capital acquired with the assistance of capital
grant funds provided by the State of |Illinois; (d) for
profits or return on investnent; (e) for excessive paynent to
associ at ed entities; (f) for Conprehensive Enploynent

Training Act expenses; (g) for costs reinbursed under
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Sections 6 and 8 of the "Urban Mass Transportation Act of
1964", as anended; (h) for entertai nment expenses; (i) for
charter expenses; (j) for fines and penalties; (k) for
charitabl e donations; (lI) for interest expense on long term
borrowing and debt retirenent other than on publicly owned
equi pnent or facilities; (m for incone taxes; or (n) for
such ot her expenses as the Departnment nmay determ ne
consistent wth f eder al Depart ment of Transportation
regul ati ons or requirenents.

Wth respect to participants other than any Metro- East
Transit District participant and those receiving federal
research developnment and denonstration funds pursuant to
Section 6 of the "Urban Mass Transportation Act of 1964", as
anended, during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1979, the
maxi mum el i gi bl e operating expenses for any such participant
in any fiscal year after Fiscal Year 1980 shall be the anount
appropriated for such participant for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1980, plus in each year a 10% increase over the
maxi mum established for the preceding fiscal year. For
Fi scal Year 1980 the nmaxi mum eligi ble operating expenses for
any such participant shall be the amunt of projected
operating expenses wupon which the appropriation for such
partici pant for Fiscal Year 1980 is based.

Wth respect to participants receiving federal research
devel opnent and denonstration operating assistance funds for
operating assistance pursuant to Section 6 of the "U ban Mass
Transportation Act of 1964", as anended, during the fiscal
year ending June 30, 1979, the maximum eligi bl e operating
expenses for any such participant in any fiscal year after
Fi scal Year 1980 shall not exceed such participant's eligible
operating expenses for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1980,
plus in each year a 10% i ncrease over the maxi mum establi shed
for the preceding fiscal year. For Fiscal Year 1980, the

maxi mum eligi bl e operating expenses for any such partici pant
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shal|l be the eligible operating expenses incurred during such
fiscal year, or projected operating expenses upon which the
appropriation for such participant for the Fiscal Year 1980
i s based; whichever is |ess.

Wth respect to all participants ot her t han any
Metro-East Transit District participant, the maxi mumeligible
operating expenses for any such participant in any fiscal
year after Fiscal Year 1985 shall be the anount appropriated
for such participant for the fiscal year ending June 30,
1985, plus in each year a 10% increase over the naximm
established for the preceding year. For Fiscal Year 1985,
the maximum eligible operating expenses for any such
participant shall be the amount of projected operating
expenses upon which the appropriation for such participant
for Fiscal Year 1985 is based.

Wth respect to any mass transit district participant
that has increased its district boundaries by annexing
counties since 1998 and is mintaining a |evel of |ocal
financial support, including all inconme and revenues, equal
to or greater than the level in the State fiscal year ending
June 30, 2001, the maximumeligible operating expenses for
any State fiscal year after 2002 shall be the anount
appropriated for that participant for the State fiscal year
endi ng June 30, 2002, plus, in each State fiscal year, a 10%
increase over the preceding State fiscal year. For State
fiscal year 2002, the maxi mum eli gi bl e operating expenses for
any such participant shall be the amunt of projected
operati ng expenses upon which the appropriation for that
participant for State fiscal year 2002 is based. For that
participant, eligible operating expenses for State fiscal
year 2002 in excess of the eligible operating expenses for
the State fiscal year ending June 30, 2001, plus 10% nust
be attributed to the provision of services in the newy

annexed counti es.
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Wth respect to a participant that receives an initial
appropriation in State fiscal year 2002, the maxi numeligible
operating expenses for any State fiscal year after 2003 shal
be the anmount appropriated for that participant for the State
fiscal year ending June 30, 2003, plus, in each year, a 10%
i ncrease over the preceding year. For State fiscal year
2003, the maximum eligible operating expenses for any such
participant shall be the anmount of projected operating
expenses upon which the appropriation for that participant
for State fiscal year 2003 is based.

Notwi thstanding any other provisions of this Section,

with respect to a participant that has received an anount

| ess than the percentage of eligible operati ng expenses equal

to the maxinmum received by any other participant in the

fiscal year ending June 30, 2002, the maxi num percentage of

eligible operating expenses for the fiscal year ending June

30, 2004 shall be the percentage received by such other

partici pant, except as provided in Section 2-7 of this Act.

Sec. 2-6. Allocation of funds.

(a) Wth respect to all participants other than any
Metro-East Transit District participant, the Departnment shal
allocate the funds to be nade avail able to each partici pant
under this Article for the followng fiscal year and shal
notify the chief official of each participant not |ater than
the first day of the fiscal year of this anmount. For Fisca
Year 1975, notification shall be nmade not |ater than January
1, 1975, of the amount of such allocation. In determning the
allocation for each participant, the Depar t ment shal
estimate the funds available to the participant fromthe

Downstate Public Transportation Fund for the purposes of this
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Article during the succeeding fiscal year, and shall allocate
to each participant the anmount attributable to it which shal
be the anmount paid into the Downstate Public Transportation
Fund wunder Section 2-3 from wthin its boundaries. Said
allocations may be exceeded for participants recei ving
assistance equal to one-third of their eligible operating
expenses, only if an allocation is less than one-third of
such participant's eligible operating expenses, provided,
however, that no other participant is denied its one-third of
eligi ble operating expenses. Beginning in Fiscal Year 1997,
said allocation may be exceeded for participants receiving
assistance equal to the percentage of their eligible
operating expenses provided for in paragraph (b) of Section
2-7, only if allocation is less than the percentage of such
participant's eligible operating expenses provided for in
paragraph (b) of Section 2-7, provided however, that no ot her
participant is denied its percentage of eligible operating
expenses.

(b) Wth regard to any Metro-East Transit District
organi zed under the Local Mss Transit District Act and
serving one or nore of the Counties of Madison, Mnroe and
St. dair during Fiscal Year 1989, the Departnent shal
all ocate the funds to be nade available to each participant
for the following and succeeding fiscal years and shal
notify the chief official of each participant not later than
the first day of the fiscal year of this anbunt. The
Department shall allocate 55% of the amount paid into the
Met ro- East Public Transportation Fund to the District serving
primarily the Counties of Monroe and St. Cair and 45% of the
anmount to that District serving primarily the County of

Madi son. If an anmpunt remains in the Downstate Public

Transportation Fund after the allocation of funds pursuant to

subsection (a), those funds shall be transferred and paid

over to the Metro-East Public Transportation Fund to the
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extent necessary to allocate to any Mtro-East Transit

District funds equal to 55% of eligible operati ng expenses of

the District, except as that percentage is otherwise linted

by subsection (b) of Section 2-7 of this Act.
